Rather Than Complete Revision, 


Retention of License Fee SjHtem 


Until Thoroughly Tented—Supple- 


mcnUwy Report Later. 


MILWAUKEE, Jan. 8.—Taxation of 


railroad and municipal public service cor- 
porations on the basis of a percentage of 
gross earnings ranging up to 5y., and 
the temporaiy retention ot' the. license 
fee system of 'Collection are the most 
important recommendations made in tho 
report of the 
tax 
commibsion, 
which 


was made public yesterday. 


The report has been looked for with a, 


great deal of interest. It will be supple- 
mented in a few weeks with other chap- 
ters which the commission was not able 
to add at this time owing to the necessi- 
ty for publication. 


The recommendations made by 
the 


commission refer entirely to the corpora- 
tions of the state and change in the 
state board of equalization. The com- 
missioners say they believed their first 
duty 
was to ascertain the truth in r- 


gard to the relative share of the burden 
borne by the chief classes of property 
which contribute to the support of the 
government. They say that a longer in- 
vestigation might enable ihem to point 
a way for complete 
revision 
of 
tho 


methods of taxation in the state, but the 
needs from the results obtained up to 
the present time seem to be most press- 
ing for a juster distribution of the bur- 
den under the present system. 
SUBSTANCE OF RECOMMENDATIOXS 


The recommendations of the commis- 


sioners are as follows: 


That the license fee system for the 


collecting of taxes from certain corpora- 
tions be" maintained at least for the 
present. 


That the annual license foe to be paid 


by the railroads in lies of all other tax- 
es shall be. a percentage of the gross 
earnings graded ironi a minimum of 3 
per cent, to a maximum of •> 
1/'., per cent. 


This method, if applied to the gross earn- 
ings of the railroads for ISM. would give 
a revenue approximately of $2.150.000. 


That the payment of a license fee 


and the granting ol.a license shall not 
be a waiver of a right to recover such, 
further sum as investigation may show 
ought to bo paid. 


Provision for reassessment in case the 


license fee system is held invalid for any 
reason. 


That street railways and electric light- 


ing and power companies shall pay as a. 
license fee a percentage of. the gross re- 
ceipts ranging from a minimum 01 3 per 
cent, to a maximum of ." per cent. 


That telephone companies shall 
pay 


the samo license. 


That telegraph companies operating in 


tho state shall bo t.Tcod on an ad valorem 
basis, the assessment to be made by a. 
state board the same as in the case ot 
sleeping car and express companies. 


That foreign corporations be required 


to file their charters or articles of in- 
corporation and pay the sane fees as re- 
quired of domestic companies. 


That reasonable license fee- be impos- 


ed for thep rivilcge of exercising- tho 
corporate powers and francaises for car- 
rying on business in the state. 
' Changes in the inheritance tax so that 
eortajn property now exempt shall pay 
tho tax. 


That nil statistics compiled by the rijf- 


isters of deeds regarding 
real 
estate 


sales and those relating to the assess- 
ment and taxation of property be re- 
turned to the tax commission. 


That the powers of the state board of 


equalization, which now consists of the 
secretary of state, the state treasurer, 
the attorney-general and 
the 
commis- 


sioner of Taxation, be turned over to the 
tax commission, which has more com- 
plete information1 as to the 
value of 


property iu tho state, or if this is not 
thought best that the members of the 
tax commission bo added to tho slata 
board of equalization-

Gardening School For Women. 


The Royal Botanical society of Lon- 


don has lately established a practical 
gardening school for ladies at its gar- 
den in Uegent's park. The course oi£ 
Instruction extends over three years. 
During the flrst year the pupil studies 
ground operations, Including the prep- 
oration of the soil, trenching, diggihg, 
formation of paths, beds aud lawns, 
the laying out of Oower gardens, herba- 
ceous borders, bedding out'shrubberles 
«nd rockeries, elementary budding and 
grafting and the growing of vegetables 
uuil fruit. 
Some window and green- 


house work is also taught During the 
secoucl year the work becomes more 
advanced and includes advanced bud- 
ding and grafting, pruning, rotation of 
crops, selection of fruit trees, preparing 
fruit for market, principles of horticul- 
tural buildings, growing tomatoes, cu- 
cumbers and mushrooms. In the third 
year the pupil studios the more scien- 
tilic branches of the subject, such as 
hybridization uud cross breeding and 
business organization, the tenpins of 
garden accounts aud stock books, etc.

Top dressing versus the plowing un- 


der of manure: Two areas of ground 
which previously had received similar 
care and treatment were selected Cor 
this trial. A lard four rods wide and 
04 rods long was divided in the middle. 
On the one half was spread ix liberal 
dressing of well rotted barnyard ma- 
nure -which had lain in tl>c compost 
heap, during the summer. The ground 
T.V.IS then plowed, and on the other half 
n similar application of manure from 
the same heap was made as n top 
dressing. From the plot on which tbe 
manure was plowed under we harvest- 
ed 30.32 bushels of wheat per acre, 
while from the top dressed plot tlio 
yield was 29.G2 bushels, being but 42 
pounds less per acre, an amount within 
the probable limits of. error.

It Is 
n small, woolly, half shrubby perennial, 
found throughout the Rocky mountain 
region o the dry. soil of the plains and 
foothills. H Is of most importance for 
winter sasturage and Is esteemed not 
only for its feeding value, but also for 
n beneficial effect which It is supposed 
to linvo on the health of the stock eat- 
In" it 
It usually fruits abundantly, 


and the great fattening qualities attrib- 
uted to it are no doubt largely dus to 
the fact that the matured fruits com- 
pose n large part of the forage obtained 
by the animals.

than that used In Europe to a consider- 
able extent, kuown as the manure mid- 
den, which consists-of a low stone wall 
throe to four or five feet high suitably 
located with reference to the stables 
and provided with open driveways 
through the opposite- walls, Into which 
the manure is thrown directly from the 
stables and kept closely packed by al- 
lowing the animals to walk over' it or 
hogs to work It. 


The fundamental principle In the 


storing of maunre In this way Is to ex- 
clude the air from It as largely as' pos- 
sible and especially to prevent the' sur- 
face from becoming so dry as to permit 
the air to enter rapidly and deeply and 
so hasten the fermentation. 
In some 


climates ai:ch a midden should have a 
roof, in others it is 'probably better to 
avoid the roof. There should be mois- 
ture enough kept upon the manure 
heap to prevent the surface from be- 
coming dry, aud where the rainfalls 
nre not sufficient to produce lo.acblng it 
will be better as a rule to avoid the 
roof so as to take advantage of the 
fniufall to keep the manure In the 
proper degree of saturation. 


Where Jhe manure can have a depth 


of two or more feet it will require fre- 
quent and heavy rainfalls tq oversatu- 
rate the manure, as the capacity for 
holding water is very largo and the 
rate of «s,-aporatlon from the surface IB 
considerable. The function of the wall 
Is to avoid the tendency of the tramp- 
inu- of the animals to break the manure 
plie down and spread it over tbe sur- 
face of the yard. If stock is kept away 
from the pile, then the wall may be dis- 
pensed with by simply stacking the 
manure in a close, compact .heap \\Mth 
vertical walls. 
Hut where 'stones are 


plenty it will be found more economical 
to adopt the European'practice','.which 
gives the least possible surface for the 
exposure of the manure to tbe air! 


The working over of farmyard ma- 


nure for ordinary farming is unneces- 
sary, or at least Is not likely to Incn'e.ise 
the value sufficiently to pay for the ex- 
tra labor. 
Too much cannot bo said 


In favor of using sufficient organic mat- 
ter in the form of bedding completely 
to absorb, not only all of the urine 
from the stable, but to give body 
enough to the manure In the yard to 
bold the rnins aad prevent, leaching. 
The value of the bedding in Increas- 
ing the humus of the soil and in in- 
creasing the area over which the ma- 
nure can be economically applied In 
the field is not. sxilBclently appreciated, 
especially by eastern farmers, where 
there is so much tendency to depend 
upon commercial fertilizers. 
If bed- 


ding Is dlillcult to get, but marshes are 
at hand, the use of an abundant allow- 
ance of peat as bedding or worked in 
wltb the manure or both will be found 
helpful both to the manure In prevent- 
ing the loss of nitrogen aud Increasing 
the volume of It which can bo applied 
to the field.

age actually entitled to vote" as the 
basis of representation in future con- 
gresses. Enough has already transpired 
in this connection to show that the 
fears of the •disfranchises arc thor- 
oughly aroused.

THE 1'ROPOSED PHILIPPINE DOL- 


I.AJTI. 


The recommendation of Secretary Gage 


that a special financial system be devis- 
ed for the Philippines is in the nature 
of a surprise to those who had sincerely 
hoped the taint of Hryanism had been ef- 
fectually effaced. 
IS'ot that uie secre- 


tary had been in any wise tinctured with 
succh heresies, but that the gold stand- 
ard of the country which had been es- 
tablished even on the present uncertain 
foundation would he further imperilled 
by any concessions whatever. 


The project contemplated is to coin 


for use. in the far off possessions of ours 
a special silver dollar containing forty- 
five cents of silver to be issued to any 
one who will pay fifty cents for them 
and to bo redeemable in gold at the op- 
tion of the holder at the face value, 
which is fifty cents. It is thought these 
American dollars will soon replace the 
Mexican dollars, though these latter are 
now worth fifty-two cents, and our coin 
will be worth forty-five cents. 


It is said for tins that'such coinage 


will require fvom two to three millions of 
silver per month and eventually drivo 
out the Mexican dollar from the Oriental 
countries. But it actuallly may be very 
different. It would seem to many people 
that after tho courageous battle with 
all tlie free silver elements and the un- 
limited issue of paper money element of 
'.ate years, that it would be tlie wisest 
policy to let well enough alone, for any 
tampering with the coinage with 
the 


specious idea of furnishing 
a 
special 


American silver dollar for the Philip- 
pines can hurdly do otherwise than give 
a potent weapon ready made and sharp- 
ened for use for the silver advocates of 
the United States to wield in coming 
campaigns. 


A ?TE,W PLAX. 


The Wisconsin Railroad commissioner 


in his report recommends a change in 
the plan of taxing the railroads. The 
plan in vogue has been on the gross earn- 
ings and values, but the commissioners 
propose to substitute a new method, 
that of taxing them upon their net earn- 
ings to be computed upon n 
milengo 


basis. It is asserted this method will 
place (tie roads having heavy operating 
expenses upon a bcUer equality 
witli 


those with light operating expenses. 


Pint why this plan. The law does not 


tax other, kinds of property upon its 
earnings, for indeed, most men find they 
have paid faxes upon property whether 
there are any earnings from it or not. 
The real only fair method of taxing rail- 
roads is upon the value of thr-ir property 
of all kinds, with perhaps acting as a 
sort of ivjiuilixer. a (av upon the gross 
receipts. The net profits of any concern 
or of any individual is a matter that re- 
quires the most skilled of figuring and 
even then, many men in dividing their 
profits neglect to consider the factor of 
wear and tear as they should. 


A ta.v upon the gross amount of stock 


valuation might not he a bad idea for 
awhile, for this might act as a squeezer 
of the water out of some of our corpora- 
lions.

This might bo readily improved by 


the insertion of another amendment by 
whicli the governmentbe required lo pay 
every man on wages and salary for an 
extra two hours per da.y for tho. hist 
thrty years whether engiiged in the ,trov- 
erument service or not. For assuredly 
if the government, can thus go back n 
generation and pny over this two hours 
pay to people employed in the govern- 
ment service whether by government 
itself or government contractors, for 
this is what it means, it can with equal 
propriety be required to do the samo 
for all men a.nd wotueti in private and 
corporation employ. 


TRUSTS Iff EUROPE. 


Lists of the trusts that flourish in Eu- 


rope have beeu^ published from time to 
time and people1' of this country are be- 
ginning- to be satisfied tariffs don't make 
trusts. These trade combines exist in 
all the European governments and not- 
ably so in England and Germany. Yet 
England is practically free trade while 
Germany is a protective tariff country. 
An item from a London periodical enum-

now flourishing in Great Britain, and 
shows that combination for the purpose 
of defeating competition is commonly 
and successfully practiced in the United 
Kingdom. The next time a free trader 
proposes to administer a olow to Amer- 
ican industry by removing the duties 
from articles similar to those,, manufac- 
tured by tho so-called American trusts, 
a protectionist should offer to amend by 
absolutely prohibiting the importation 
of goods made by trusts in foreign coun- 
tries. If such a measure became a law

SUBMARINE TRIP 


ACROSS THE SEA. 


j. P. Holland Plans an Interesting 


Test for His Remarkable New 


Boat-Starts in February. 


New York Sun: 
Plans are being made 


for an attemut to cross the Atlantic 
ocean from the United States to Europ-3 
in a submarine boat. The vessel is the 
invention of John P, Holland, whose sub- 
marine torpedo boat Holland was re- 
cently bought by the United States gov- 
ernment, and is known for the present 
as No. 7: She is now fitting out at 
Nixon's shipyard at Elizabethport, N. J., 
for 
the 
trans-Atlantic 
journey. For 


some years now submarine boats have 
traveled about the harbors both in this 
country and iu Europe, but they have 
never ventured far from the coast. .* 
boat of this type built by Nordenfeic 
made a jorney of 150 miles along shore 
on one occasion, and this has been the 
long distance record. Mr. Holland pro- 
poses to sail hence to Bermuda, then to 
Fayal in the Azores, then to Lisbon, 
Portugal. This is a trip of 3,400 miles- 
New York to Bermuda (>~G miles, Ber- 
muda to Fayal 1.830 miles, and Fayal 
to Lisbon 
040 miles. Just 
when the 


boat will start is uncertain. The trip 
is now planned for next February. 


The voyage to Lisbon is expected to 


take 10 days. No. 7 will travel all the 
way under her own power. Her speed 
v:ill be approximately D 
1/2 knots for the 


entire voyage. 
She will not travel at 


the bottom of the sea like Verne's fan- 
tastic craft. Most of the way she will 
go on the surface. Occasionally she will 
go under and remain for 30 or 40 miles, 
at a dcp'th varying from 30 to 60 feet. 
Ifer inventor says that she can safely 
go 400 feet beneath the surface and 
maintain herself there. No such depth 
will be attempted on this trip, however, 
and except for purposes of scientific in- 
vestigation or to search for simkcn ves- 
sels uo object would be gained by diving 
very deep. 


The trip is proposed for a twofold 


purpose. It is to demonstrate, in the 
first place, that submarine boats 'can 
sustain themselves far away from a base 
of operations; that they are useful as 
offensive weapons against a country on 
the other side of the sea. and that their 
mission is not for coast defense merely. 
Tim second object of the trip is to ex- 
hibit the boat in foreign harbors to for- 
eign governments. 


Mr. Holland has the utmost confidence 


in the ability of No. 7 to make the trip 
in safety. He himself will be in com- 
mand. Including the inventor there will 
be eight men aboard the little craft. 
Their quarters will be pretty close, but 
not too close fur comfort. When the 
possibility of long submarine trips has 
been discussed it. has been asserted that 
it would bo impossible for a crew to 
stand tho confinement. The voyage to 
Lisbon is expected to determine this 
ma tier. As the projected trip is a first 
experiment, an extra crew will he carried 
in atender that is to convoy No. 7 to 
protect the men against actual hardship. 
This tender will be a small tramp steam- 
er. She will keep her little consort soii- 
stnntly in sight if possible. 


But whether the consorts lose each 


other or not, one tfting has been deter- 
mined. This is that the submarine boat 
shall travel the entire distance under her 
own fuel for the trip, and that she must 
subsist, on her own provisions. Compar- 
atively litde submarine traveling will be 
done, in midorean should the weather bo 
pleasant. During storms, however, No. 
7 will remain much of ihe time beneath 
i he waves, only her turret showing. This 
will add very much to the comfort of 
her crew. Snould it prove desirable she 
may dive into the still waters below the 
region of wave disturbances. 


The vessel will be driven by gasoliuo 


engine 
of the Daimler pattern which

When she dives the gasoline engine is 
cut off entirely. Tho power will be -• ac- 
cumulated 
in storage batteries that 


•weigh 70.000 pounds. The stored power 
v,*i]l carry her under the surface for 50 
miles at eight knots. Then she must 
come up to recharge. 


The cooking will be done by electric- 


ity. 
The utensils arc models of com- 


pleteness and compactness. The electric 
range is a model. The lighting, too, will 
be done by electricity, and such heating 
ns may bo required is similarly provided 
for. 
There will be little yeed for heat- 


ing, however, as the quarters are so 
close- The ventilation will be good, 
whether the boat is running on the sur- 
face with her hatch open, or under wat- 
er with everything buttoned down tight. 
There is an automatic arrangement for 
discharging the air in the ship and re- 
newing it with a steady supply from the 
compressed-air tanks. As a result of 
this arrangement, there will be none of 
the usual stickiness found in the atmos- 
phere of surface ships. 


The new boat has been referred to ta 


No. 7. This is at present her designa- 
tion, she being the seventh built by Mr. 
Holland. Before ahe easts loose on her 
great trip across seas the little vessel is 
to be formally named. She will probably 
be called the Bushncll, in honor of the 
man. who operated the first submarine 
boat in America.

cus and convention system have multi- 
plied and battled all attempts at legisla- 
tive control or correction. The reason- 
for this is elementary. The evils come' 
not from without but'from within. 
The 


pystem in all its details M inherently 
bad. 
It not only favors, but, logically 


and inevitably, produces manipulation, 
scheming, trickery, fraud and 
corrup- 


tion. The delegafe elected in caucus i- 
nominally the agent of (.he voter to act 
for him in eoineritiori. Too frequent!'.' 
.he lias his own interests alone at iicari, 
and, for this reason, has secured his 
selection as delegate. 
As a. consequence 


lie acts not for tin- voter, but serves hi* 
own purpose instead. This fact in i t - 
self taints the (rust from 
th-1 outset, 


and poisons the system at

verv 


source. Xo legitimate 
business 
eonld 


survive under ,-; system where; authority 
to transact it-! vital matters was dele- 
gated and re-delegated to agents and 
*ub-agcnts. who controlled their own se- 
lection, construed t h e i r - o w n obligations, 
and were responsible to nobody. 


Prom the very nature of the ease such 


a system must build up a strong central 
power. The opportunity oll'ered to ac- 
quire a masterv of party nominations, 
thus controlling un'eaf. political orpani/a- 
iions, and w i t h them patronage and legis- 
lation MS well, was certain to he seized 
upon by men possessed of the talent of 
combination, manipulation and political 
man»eni('nt. 
Hence, today, it is well (o 


understand t h a t tlie whole complicated 
husiiu'.-s is managed by a cent nil power, 
from which emanates all orders, and to 
which even "instructed" 
delegates 
in 


convention are. ia some mysterious way. 
i|U.ick!y made .Mih.-i'rvienf. 
This control- 


linn; power is tlie established political 
machine. 
Its over!brow is always pos- 


sible: but .-inee if is the inevitable re- 
sult and logical out growth of t h e system 
such overthrow can only be temporary, 
and t h e machine will either be restored 
or give way to a new machine construct- 
ed upiin t h e same lines and operated up- 
on (he same principle of supreme au- 
thority. 


It is u n f a i r (o assail (he men who con- 


s t i t u t e or control the machine. As long 
as the delegate system is preserved, so 
long will some political machine control 
in the politics of tlie state. 
If it were 


possible to eliminate all bargains and 
deals and dickers and corruption, if the 
delegates were controlled by (he purest 
motives, and desired only f a i t h f u l l y to 
represent (he voters, whoso agents they 
are—even then the nominating conven- 
tion is under no circumstances n fit place 
i:> transact the mo>t important business 
in a representative government. 
A po- 


litical convention is never a deliberate 
body. 
It is rare, indeed, that the re- 


sults of a convention are sat isfaefory 
t o anybody excepting the few who secure 
some personal advantage or benefit from 
i t . 


It is the e-sonce of republican govern- 


ment t h a t the 
cit ixen should act for 


himself directly wherever possible. 


The overwhelming demand of the peo- 


ple of this state, -whom you represent, 
i> thai such intervening power ;uid au- 
i.hirity, and the 
complicated 
system 


which stistaiiiH if. shall he torn down 
and ca.-t side. Thi; it is your duty, and 
high privilege as well, to accomplish in 
the session before you. 
This. it. is well 


understood, cannot be accomplished by 
any 1 emporixing measure 
or so-called 


caucus reforms. The knell of the cau- 
cus has 
been 
sounded 
in Wisconsin, 


where it is already defeated, and a dr-- 
cj'clc will scarcely leave a trace of its 
complicated 
ma< iiincry in existence in 


any state in the 1,'nion. 


The demand of the voter today is clear 


and explicit, 
lie asks t h a t the're be re- 


stored to him the eitixen's right to vote 
directly for the party nominee of his 
choice. 
lie asserts that denial of this 


right, or doubt of his ability to exercise 
it. i.s an impeachment of the principle, 
upon which s t a t e nnd national govern- 
ment is based- 
Thoi-f is im valid objec- 


tion which can be interposed in (his fea- 
siniable demand upon the part of tlie 
citizen, and 1 submit (.hat the leyislnhire 
should primarily address 
itself to the 


business of framing a law thai, shall ac- 
cord to him, in f u l l measure, the sov- 
ereign power of the ballot. Tlio plan of 
such legislation will not he found dif- 
f i c u l t of practical application. '.! tie de- 
tails should be plain anil simple. 
The 


specific provisions of such legislation are 
to be determined by the legislature, not 
by the executive department or the stnte 
government. The legislation should be 
so framed as to insure to each voter an 
equal voice in (he selection of the can- 
didates of his parly, without let or hin- 
drance on the part of any man; accom- 
panying this should be such provisions 
as will insure an accurate registration 
•md determination of the will of the peo- 
ple as expressed in such primary elec- 
tion. 


Care should he taken that sufficient 


l i m e be given the voter carefully to con- 
sider the character and merits of each 
candidate seeking nomination 
at 
the 


hands of the people. 


When this has been done, and not till 


then, the mandate of tlio people, express- 
ed at (lie polls last November, will have 
been obeyed. 


A primary election conducted under 


:.neli a law will enable every voter (o ex- 
press his personal choice by direct vote 
•'or the candidates of his party. It will 
lake of his time but OIK; visit to the. 
election booth, and hut 
long 
enough 


while there to mark his ballot. 


Tn pursuit of liis regular occupation 


day by day, in the quiet of his home 
under conditions the most favorable for 
reaching a sound couc/usion, (,he voter 


will have time and opportunity to form 
his opinion s\s to the merits of the vari- 
ous candidates, and a few moments, at 
the most, on primary election day will 
bo required to record that wire fully ma- 
tured judgment. 
How much more like- 


ly is the citizen to attend upon a pri- 
mary 
election 
under 
these 
circum- 


stances than to give up a considerable 
fin are. of the entire season in order to 
attempt 
to 
express 
hi.s 
preference 


through the uncertain medium of an au- 
thority delegated to one set of men se- 
lected in one set of caucuses for county 
officers, another for assemblymen, an- 
other for state senators, another for 
congressmen, another for state officers, 
each followed by 
nominating 
conven- 


tions; caucuses, and conventions as well, 
a scene, of confusion, wrangjing, dispute 
and disorder, where weak men are badg- 
ered and corrupt men are bought. 


It is to bo expect oil that the objection 


will be interposed to any plan oll'ered. 
It is right that all objections .should he 
fairly considered. 
T 
apprehend, how- 


ever, that very little time will be. con- 
sumed on your part upon the objection 
that under a primary election nomina- 
tions would not be distributed with Def- 
erence to 
geography 
or 
nationality. 


When primary elections are held upon 
the same day, there is no opportunity 
for advantage by either party over the 
other in this respect, and thp selection 
of candidates wilt be made upon consid- 
erations of greater importance to the 
people than either the nationality or 
place of residence of the candidates. 


Tlie objection has been ottered that 


cities would he able to control as against 
the country in a primary election, be- 
cause of the better opportunity to poll 
a large, vote where the population is 
dense. It i.s scarcely fair to make this 
objection as pertaining to primary elec- 
tions, 
ft would be quite ,'is- easy to poll 


a full vote in tlie country in a primary 
election as it is to get out a representa- 
tive vote to a caucus under the present 
system, and it is no more of an objec- 
tion against primary elections that, the 
density of population in 
cities 
offers 


greater facility for polling the city vote 
than it is against the election of dele- 
gates in caucuses. Neither would there 
be a stronger tendency, for any reason, 
for cities to unite as against the country 
with primary elections than w i f h cau- 
cuses, 
[n practice it lias 
never 
been 


found possible to unite cities against 
(he country in any .polil ical way. 
Any 


attempt to accomplish this would de- 
feat itself by arousing and solidifying 
t h e iiyricult tirnl sections of the state. 


It has been fur! her objected that a 


primary election would all'ord opportun- 
ity for the present;! I ion of an unlimited 
number of candidates, resulting in such 
division of the vote t h a t nomination by 
plurality will be made by a small ma- 
joritv. This is one of the defects of 
nominations: 
by 
political 
conventions. 


Under t h e caucus nnd conveniion svs- 
tem we often have a large number'of 
candidates located in such parts of the 
state, as to divide the vote of the candi- 
date most obnoxious to the machine, 
each candidate claiming local support be- 
cause of residence, for the purpose of 
gathering up delegations t h a t may he 
transferred in convention to the candi- 
date selected by the machine. 
Xor i.s 


this pretense confined 
to 
encouraging 


candidates for one particular oflice, with 
a view of controlling the nomination of 
that oflice. 
It is not unusual, for in- 


-iimee. in a gubernatorial contest for 
the machine to encourage manv candi- 
dates in different sections of the state 
to seek nomination for the other places 
on the state ticket, not for the purpose 
of nominating them for such oflie.es, but 
to secure control of the delegations from 
counties or congressional districts, which 
are to be used in the convention for the 
purpose of nominating the candidate by 
the machine for the head of the ticket. 
This sometimes goes to the extent of 
bringing out many candidates for the 
same oflice. rewarding such candiditf.es 
for having gathered up their delegations 
for this purpose by appointment to some 
oHice ivithin tlir control of (lie machine. 
Indeed, so many phases of (his practice 
are possible under the caucus and con- 
vention system, one would scarceh- ex- 
pect its advocates to vetilure it as an 
argument against primary elections. 


When it is faken into acconnj (hat, 


under a primary election law. men of 
(he highest talent and especial fitness for 
public life will readilv consent, to become 
candidates for public ollice—men who 
ran scarcely he tempted to stand :is can- 
didates under f h e present system: when 
we consider t h a t under such a law the 
nominations will be made by a majority 
of all voters in nn orderly ;t.nd dcoenf 
contest, determined by direct, vote of 
the- citix.en under all the sanctions of the 
law: nnd when it i.s liken isc manifest 
t l v > t mere stalking horses 
and 
straw 


candidates could make but a vr-rv limit- 
ed appeal for popular vo/f, if must l;e 
apparent to any fair-minded man that a 
primary election is certain to limit rath- 
er than enlarge the field of candidates. 


Furthermore, under the cauciiH 
and 


convention system, delegates are almost 
invariable- elected solely without refer- 
ence to the head of f hi-'ticket, whether 
for stale or county oflices. 
As to other 


candidates upon the ticker, the voter 
scarcely hears mention of them by name. 
Under a primary election, 
since 
the 


voter must himself, 
personally 
in the 


election booth, pass upon fhe fitness and 
qualification for tlie nomination of every 
candidate on the ticket, those who are 
standing for the other important places 
below the head of the ticket, whose nom- 
inations ought in nil cases /o be made 
with care, will find it necessary to make 
a. ennvass upon their own account and 
upon (heir own inerifs iiistoad of being 
successful 
through 
some 
combination 


with one or the other of the candidates 
for the he.'ul (if the ticket. 


It is obvious that any fair, candid con- 


sideration of this question removes ev- 
ery objection Hint can he interposed. 
The grent reform accomplished through 
the Australian ballot, and its education 
to the voters everywhere, ought to dem- 
onstrate that an honest, intelligent ef- 
fort to give the people of Wisconsin a 
primary election law, providing, for all 
nominations fo.be made by direct vote, 
is not only wise and just, but practicable 
and feasible from every possible point 
of view. 


The principle has been applied in sev- 


eral states with such a degree of success 


that the matter is no larger an experi- 
ment. These laws have placed the se- 
lection of the. candidates of all parties, 
and, consequently, 
the selection of all 


ottieials, in the hands of the people. 
The character of the officials selected, 
the increased interests of the, people in 
the selection of candidates for public of- 
fice, alike plainly pomt the way of pro- 
gress along which the people of this 
commonwealth have bidden us proceed. 


On trusts and monopolies, the 
gover- 


nor recommends an entire revision of 
the lairs and the enactment of such Jaw; 
as shall promise an efficient remedy for 
the great evil 
and which 
at the same 


time shall not hamper individual enter- 
prise or take from capital reasonable 
returns. 


In his judgment the 3obby law should 


be so amended as, to restrict, in so fat- 
as may be, the lobby to public argument 
be fore the two houses or the committees 
thereof. 


Eevision of f h e road laws 
i.s recom- 


mended: also that provision be made for 
the employment of a woman as an addi- 
tional factory inspector.

The Burleigh bill was substituted 
for 


the Hopkins measure by a vote of 10-3 
to 102, and by 
this • substitution 
tho 


fight against Mr. Hopkins and the 
ma-, 


jority 
recommendation ' of the 
select 


committee on census was won. 


Though the question is now up to the 


senate, there arc few who think the up- 
per legislative 
body 
will 
make 
any 


changes. Mr. Hopkins, the chairman of 
of the census committee,

eered the campaign in the house for a 
bill providing for a house of the same 
number of representatives 
as it now 


contains, or 357, is one 
of these few.

fee system of collection are the most 
important recommendations made in tho 
report of the 
tax 
commission, 
which 


was made public yesterday. 


The report has been looked for with ai 


great deal of interest. It will be supple-' 
mented in a few weeks with, other chap- 
ters which the commission was not able 
to add at this time owing to the necessi- 
ty for publication. 


The recommendations made 
by 
the 


commission refer entirely to the corpora- 
tions of the state and change in the 
state board of equalization. The com- 
missioners say they believed their first 
duty 
was to ascertain the truth in r- 


gard to the relative share of the burden 
borne by the chief classes of property 
which contribute to the support of the 
government. 
They say that a longer in- 


vestigation might enable them to point 
a way for complete 
revision 
of the 


methods of taxation in the state, but the 
needs from the results obtained up to 
the present, time seem to be most press- 
ing for a juster distribution of the bur- 
don under the present system. 
SUBSTANCE OF RECOMMENDATIONS 


The recommendations of the commis- 


sioners are as follows: 


That the license fee system for the 


collecting of taxes from certain corpora- 
tions be maintained at least for the 
present. 


That the annual license foe to be paid 


by the railroads in lies of all other tax- 
es shall be, a percentage of the gross 
earnings graded iroin a minimum of 3 
per cent, to a maximum of o'/j per cent. 
This method, if applied to the gross earn- 
ings of tho railroads for TRflO, would give 
a revenue, approximately of $2,150.000. 


That the payment of a license fee 


and the granting of.a license shall not 
be a waiver of a right to recover such 
further sum as investigation may show 
ought to be paid. 


Provision for reassessment in case the 


license fee system is held invalid for any 
reason. 


That street railways and electric light- 


ing and power companies shall pay as a 
license fee a percentage of the gross re- 
ceipts ranging from a minimum 01' 3 per 
cent, to a maximum of 5 per cent. 


That telephone companies shall 
pay, 


the same license. 


That telegraph companies operating in 


the state shall bo taxed on an ad valorem 
basis, the assessment to bo made by a 
state board the same as in the case ot 
sleeping car and express companies. 


That foreign corporations be required 


to file their charters or articles of in- 
corporation and pay the sane fees as re- 
quired of domestic companies. 


That reasonable license fees be impos- 


ed for thop rivilege of exercising tho 
corporate powers and franchises for car- 
rying on business in the state. 


Changes in tho inheritance (ax so that 


certain property now exempt shall pay 
the tax. 


That, nil statistics compiled by the rig- 


isters of deeds regarding 
real 
estate 


sales and those relating to the assess- 
ment and taxation of property be re- 
turned to the fax commission. 


That the powers of the state board of 


equalization, which now consists of tho 
secretary of state, the stato treasurer, 
Ihe attorney-general and 
the 
commis- 


sioner of taxation, be turned over to the 
tax commission, which has more com- 
plete information1 as to the 
value of 


property in the state, or if this is not 
thought best that the members of the 
tax commission be added to (he state 
board of equalization-

In Their Kanks Detectives Find 


Sought Criminals. 


The detectives who, either with ft 


special object or merely for general 
supervision, unobtrusively 
note each 


passenger who goes down the gang- 
way from liners arriving at Ainerica'u 
ports take particular care to have any 
stowaway pointed out to them. The 
English thief in particular often has 
a reason, though he may have thou- 
sands of dollars hidden about him, for, 
traveling as a pauper, and, before this 
fact became known, scores' of accom- 
plished 
malefactors 
against whom 


warrants were out passed under the 
very eyes of officers of the law. The 
man described in the police notices as 
polished, 
well-dressed, 
and so on, 


wears a very different aspect when. 
he is almost in rags, unshaven, long- 
haired and begrimed with coal dust or. 
grease—the latter are necessary con- 
ditions after a stowaway has 
been 


compelled to work his passage. Not 
very long since one of our chief de- 
tectives, armed with a warrant and 
certain exact information boarded a 
boat in search of a man supposed to 
have the equivalent of $25,000 on. him, 
says tho Cincinnati Enquirer.

among ihe passengers and it was only

figure was that the detective learned 
that he was an unusually abject stow- 
away. 
He was the man wanted and 


he had diamonds alone worth $15,000 
artfully hidden about him.'

IN MAURiTIUS. 


English PoHsessloii Whose Inhabitants 


Are Anti-British. 


The British possession of Mauriti- 


us is at present the ground of a cam- 
paign against everything British. Th» 
French child's copybook which gives 
a picture of the alleged British atro- 
cities at Ladysmith is being widely 
used, and this is not the only mon- 
strous publication that is being ia- 
sued with the view of fostering hatred 
of things British. 
The newspapers, 


of which there are nine or ten pub- 
lished here, are with two exceptions 
violently anti-British, cays the Lon- 
don Mail. They constantly speak of 
the "undying hatred" of the natives 
for the English, and stigmatize tho 
British residents 
as pigs, 
thieves, 


drunkards 
and almost every 
other 


objectionable thing they can imagine. 
Although Mauritius has been a Brit- 
ish possession since 1S10, it is as anti- 
British as ever. 
Out of a population 


of 370,000, 270,000 are Indian natives 
engaged in the sugar industry. About 
90,000 of the xest. are white and col- 
ored Creoles. 
Not only the Creoles, 


but an enormous number of the In- 
dians, as well as the Chinese shop- 
keepers, use the French language, and 
all the newspapers, except one, are 
published in1 French. 
In 
all 
law 


cases in which an Englishman is in- 
volved the newspapers invariably sida 
against him, and heap abuse on his 
head so long as the matter remains 
before the public. 
Sir Charles Bruce 


is constantly derided and ridiculed in 
these disgraceful journals, which, im- 
deed, vie with tho gutter press 
ol 


Paris in vituperation and calumny.

cent. 
There is no uniformity as ev- 


erybody knows, lint it would he pos- 
sible to find the average rate of valu- 
ation, ns all sales of real estate are 
lir-toil. It would be a treuion-dous cal- 
culation. There are some 1,400 taxing 
districts, most of "them towns-hip divi-

WIND BREAKS. 


CJicitp Shelter and Protection Fo* 


HOR-S Fed In the Open Field. 


It is a well known fact that in many 


sections where hogs are fed during the 
winter months they eat out in the open 
field or lot. Sometimes it is even 
worse, for they must sleep without 
shelter or protection from the gales of 
wind that drive over them. Tip to Dec. 
10 last year there was but little weath- 
er that was very hard on hogs fed 
without any .protection as compared 
with extreme cold weather; still there 
were a few mornings that they would 
not come out of warm nasts for early 
feeding. 


It is generally believed that hogs eat 


more when the weather is extremely 
cold than they do when it is moderate, 
such weather as is considered "ideal" 
by the farmer for pig feeding. 
We 


know that this belief is erroneous and 
that hags will fall off in amount of 
feed consumed". 20 per cent. Recently 
the statement has been made to i.is 
that hogs fedrin the timber where the 
wind does, not drive eat regularly nnd 
without a break when the weather Is 
extremely cold. This statement being 
true, it is certainly worthy of careful 
consideration. Every fanner does not 
have a piece of timber for a feed lot, 
but he is very poorly off if he has not 
the means at haiul to nearly approach 
the same conditions as those given by 
the timber. 


When a form is under n regular sys- 


tem of crop rotation, it is very con- 
venient and advisable to also rotate the 
feeding grounds; consequently shelter 
must bo portable or temporary. 
The 


shelter can be rnado by using rails or 
poles nnd straw, or'cheap plank can be 
used. 
The shelter and feeding floor 


should be near together, so that'a 
wind break can be made to protect'the 
hogs as they pass from shelter to the 
feeding floor, which should also he pro- 
tected on at least three sides by 'a 
wind break. 
' 


This wind break may be made by us- 


ing plank that is matched or that will 
fit neatly without matching, mnklng 
panels of convenient length and three 
to four foet high. They can be fasten- 
ed to stakes driven securely into the 
ground. A good way to set such stakes 
is to start the holes for them by using 
a spud or post hole digger. 
They may 


need bracing to hold against high winds 
when the ground is soft. These panels 
if carefully built will last for years 
nnd we havo no doubt will pay for 
themselves 
in protecting 
the 
hogs 


many times over. 


Without doubt, there are ninny farms 


on which hogs are regularly grown and 
where they have no weather breaks or 
protection on which fodder anil straw 
Is going to waste that could with a 
little work be made into comfortable 
shelter uud wind breaks for the hogs. 
Sometimes this is attempted and be- 
cause not well clone there has arisen 
against such protection a prejudice that 
almost condemns their value. If built 
right, they must be profitable and give 
satisfaction.—Ohio Farmer. 


THE MANURE SUPPLY. 


Gardening1 School For Women. 


The Royal Botanical society of Lon- 


don has lately established a practical 
gardening school for ladies at its gar- 
den in Regent's park. The course o:f 
instruction extends over three years. 
During the first year the pupil studies 
ground operations, including the prep- 
aration of the soil, trenching, digging, 
formation of paths, beds and lawns, 
the laying out of flower gardens, herba- 
ceous borders, bedding out shrubberies 
and rockeries, elementary budding and 
grafting and the growing of vegetables 
und fruit. 
Some window and green- 


house work is also taught. During the 
second year the work becomes more 
advanced and includes advanced bud- 
ding and grafting, pruning, rotation of 
crops, selection of fruit trees, preparing 
fruit for market, principles of horticul- 
tural buildings, growing tomatoes, cu- 
ciuabers and mushrooms. In the third 
yoar the pupil studies the more scien- 
tific: branches of the .subject, such as 
hybridization arid cross breeding and 
business organization, the keeping of 
garden accounts and stock books, etc.

Top dressing versus the plowing' un- 


der of manure: Two areas of ground 
which previously had received similar 
care and treatment were selected for 
this trial. A land four rods wide and 
04 rods long was divided in the middle. 
On the cue half was .spread a liberal 
dressing of well rotted barnyard ma- 
nure; which had lain iu the compost 
heap during the summer. The ground 
vrns then plowed, and on the other half 
n similar application of manure from 
the same heap wns made us a top 
dressing. From the plot on which the 
manure wns plowed under we harvest- 
t-d 30,32 bushels of wheat per acre, 
while from the top dressed plot the 
yield was 29.02 bushels, being but 42 
pounds less per ncre, an amount within 
the probable limits of error. 


Same Opinions About How It Sliovld 


Be Handled In 'Winter. 


The handling of manure in the win- 


tftr and, indeed, at all times of the year 
Is so complex a matter that conditions 
that are best for one farmer may be 
the least satisfactory for another. -In- 
deed, the losses which necessarily oc- 
cur in the storing, in the handling and 
in the application of manure to the 
land are due to so many causes and the 
expenses which must necessarily be 
incurred to prevent them are often so 
large that every farmer must use good 
judgment iu determining for himself 
the line of practice which oa the whole 
will give him the largest returns froriv 
his manure and the least cost. Where 
a considerable number of animals are 
cared for by permanent help and the 
climatic conditions favor it the moving 
of the manure directly to the field as 
it is taken frormthe stable involves the 
least expense, so far as labor is con- 
cerned, in placing the manure where it 
Is to be used.. The losses, however, 
which are associated with this method 
of handling may tinder some conditions 
be too large to regard it as an economic 
practice, while under other conditions 
it may be as little as it la likely to be 
under any practical available method. 
If the lauds are level and the winter 
and spring rains are not excessive, 
there is likely to be little loss by leach- 
ing aud washing. 


The fermentation during the winter 


is likely to be small, so that conditions 
seem favorable for the following of 
this practice where conveniences and 
soil conditions permit of it. Where the 
manure cannot be moved to the field 
directly so aa to be used in the early 
spring it is doubtful whether there is a 
better method! of storing it in the yard 
than that used in Europe to a consider- 
able extent, known as the manure mid- 
den, which consists- of a low stone wall 
three to four or rive feet high suitably 
located with reference to the .stables 
and provided with open driveways 
through the opposite walls, into which 
tho manure is thrown directly from the 
stables and kept closely packed by al- 
lowing the animals to walk over "it or 
hogs to work It. 
. 


The fundamental principle {ri the 


storing of manure in this way Is to ex- 
clude the air from it as largely as" pos- 
sible and especially to prevent the' sur- 
face from becoming so dry as to permit 
the air to euter rapidly and. deeply and 
so hasten the fermentation. In some 
climates such a midden sbould have a 
roof, in others it is probably better to 
avoid the roof. There should be mois- 
ture enough kept upon the manure 
heap to prevent the surface from be- 
coming dry, nud where the rainfalls 
are not sufficient to produce leaching it 
will be better as a rule to avoid the 
roof so ns to take advantage of the 
fainfull to keep the manure In the 
proper degree of saturation. 


Where ,the manure can have a depth 


of two or more feet it will require fre- 
quout aud heavy rainfalls tq oversatu- 
rate the manure, as the capacity for 
holding water is very large and the 
rate of «faporation from the surface Is 
considerable. The function of the wall 
Is to avoid the tendency of the tramp- 
ing of the animals to break the manure 
pile down and spread it over the sur- 
face of the yard. If stock is kept awny 
from the pile, then the wall may be dis- 
pensed with by simply stacking the 
manure in a close, compact heap with 
vertical walls. But where stones nro 
plenty it will be found more economical 
to adopt the European practice, '.-jvliich 
gives the least possible surface for the 
exposure of the manure to the air! 


The working over of farmyard ma- 


nure for ordinary farming is unneces- 
sary, or at least is not likely to increase 
the value sufficiently to pay for tl|C ex- 
tra labor. 
Too much cannot be "said 


In favor of using sufficient organic mat- 
ter in the form of bedding completeiy 
to absorb, not only all of tho urine 
from the stable, but to give body 
enough to the manure in the yard to 
hold the rains and prevent leaching. 
The value of the bedding In increas- 
ing the humus of the soil and in in- 
creasing the area over which the ma- 
nure can be economically applied iu 
the field is not suillciontly appreciated, 
especially by eastern fanners, where 
there is so much tendency to depend 
upon commercial fertilizers. 
If bed- 


ding is difficult to get, but marshes are 
nt hand, the use of an abundant allow- 
ance of peat as bedding or worked in 
with the manure or both will be found 
helpful both to the manure in prevent- 
ing the loss of nitrogen and increasing 
the volume of It which can be applied 
to the field. These are the opinions of 
F. IT. King as given iu Rural New 
Yorker.
